The 
Patriarch being ready to dye, ſends Joſeph to the Biſhop of Ty- 
beriaz, to defire him ro come to him, under pretence of his being: 
his Phyſician, The Biſhop coming to him, he beſeecheth him to 
bapiiſe him, whereupon the Servants are commanded ro make 
realy ſome Water, as if it had been for ſome. medicinal uſe, and 
then they were all commanded to withdraw. Fe/eph looks through” 
ſome Crevice of the Door, and feeth the Ziſhop baptiſe the Pa- 
triarch. © Three days after, the Patriarch dying, bequeath'd the 
Tvition of his'Sdn (not yet ar Age) r8-Foſeph and another. Theſe 
—_—_— ir Foſtpbs mind, and made him defirous to know more: 
of the Chriftian Religion. And there being a certain ſecret place 

of ſappoſed Treaſure, which Joſeph had now the Keys of, he opens

ed Prieſts, that they<oalpired againſt him,and ruſhing vac day into 
his houſe , they find kim reading the Goſpels; and ſnatchiog the 
Book out of his band;they draw kim to the Synapogee and Scourge 
him,till the Biſhop of the Ciry came and delivered him; Aﬀeer this 
meeting him on the way, they caft bim into the River Cydrxs, and 
thought they had drown'd him; but being delivered, be then delayed 
no lenger, but profeſt himſelf a Chriftianzand ſo went to Conſtantine 
the Emperor, and told him all that had befallen him,” The Emperor 
much efteem'd him, and gave him power to-build Churches among 
the Jews, which was all that he deſired. p :
